TRANSFER OF HEDYOTIS INTRICATA TO ARCYTOPHYLLUM (RUBIACEAE) 
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ABSTRACT 

The taxonomic relationships of Hedyotis intricata Fosberg, native to northern Mexico, southwest Texas, and southern New Mexico, were 
studied. We conclude that the closest relationships are to Arcytophyllum, necessitating a new name, A. fasciculatum (A Gray) Terrell & 
H. Rob. Nomenclatural and distributional data, and a full description are provided. 


RESUMEN 

Las relaciones taxonomicas de Hedyotis intricate Fosberg, nativa del norte de Mexico, en el suroeste de Texas y el sur de Nuevo Mexico, 
fueron estudiadas. Se concluye que las relaciones mas estrechas son con Arcytophyllum, haciendo necesario un nuevo nombre, A. 
fasciculatum (A. Gray) Terrell (Sr H. Rob. Se proporcionan datos nomenclaturales y de distribucidn, y una description completa. 


The taxonomic relationships of Hedyotis intricata Fosberg, native to northern Mexico, southwest Texas, and 
southern New Mexico, were studied. Morphological evidence indicates a close relationship to the genera 
Sfenotis and Arcytophyllum . After comparison of representative specimens of these genera, we conclude that 
Arcytophyllum thymijolium (Ruiz & Pavon) Standi, is the most closely related species to Hedyotis intricata. 
Transfer of Hedyotis intricata to Arcytophyllum , nomenclature, distribution, and representative collections 

are provided below.
